TOM FOLEY 
Not for us 


Connecticut can do better. 


Tom Foley will. 
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Following the Money 


THANKS TO LACK OF RESTRICTIONS ON SUPER PACS, CONNECTICUT ELECTIONS ARE NOW BEING 
SHAPED BY FORCES OUTSIDE THE STATE. 


A grainy archival clip of incumbent 
Gov. Dannel P. Malloy plays on the screen, 
then wipes away to introduce Connecticut 
residents, each of whom voice a concern 
against Malloy—questioning his competence, 
his ideas, his truthfulness. 

The ad features the trademarks of any 
political attack ad—the black-and-white 
photos, newspaper headlines and residents 
picked to look like stock characters from 
anyones neighborhood—but this one 
features a disclaimer that despite promoting 
Tom Foley as the better candidate, it was 
produced independent of the candidate. 

The ad is the handiwork of an independent 
PAC (Political Action Committee), one of 
the political organizations that have grown in 
prominence since the U.S. Supreme Court's 
2010 Citizens United decision opened the 
cash floodgates for election financing. In 
its decision, the Court ruled donations are 
protected under free speech laws. More 
importantly it altered disclosure rules for 
Super PACs, only requiring disclosure of 
the top five donors, allowing ample room 
to circumvent state-imposed campaign 
spending limits. 

In the wake of numerous political scandals 
over the past few decades—enough to earn 
the state the nickname of “Corrupticut”— 
the Connecticut General Assembly passed 
legislation hoping to limit the money that 


could be donated to political campaigns 
by creating the Citizens Election Program, 
which provides taxpayer-funded grants to 
run for public office. 

Though Foley and Malloy are both 
participating in the program during the 
election, they also each have their own well- 
funded Super PAC cheerleaders taking to 
the airwaves, in addition to 527 political 
organizations. Though they all have to 
work independent of the candidate's official 
organizations, they still fund advertisements 
and help spread the candidate's message. 

The state's attempts to reform campaign 
finance have done little to stem the influence 
of Super PACs on Connecticut politics. As 
the Connecticut governor's race turns for the 
homestretch, the airwaves have been filled 
with vicious attack ads. 

The two biggest Super PACs in the race are 
Grow Connecticut, which works on behalf of 
Tom Foley, and Connecticut Forward, which 
supports Malloy. 

The two PACs have raised funds at similar 
rates during the election. A month before the 
actual election, total funds from PACs had 
exceeded $4 million. 

The two biggest donors to each of the 
biggest super PACS involved in this election 
are the Republican Governor's Association 
[RGA] and the Democratic Governor’s 
Association [DGA]—political powerhouses 





that are working in different states with 
contentious governor races. Because of 
the looser laws around Super PACs, more 
specific information about who donates to 
the RGA or DGA and the money passed 
through to the PAC is not available. 

Though law dictates Super PACs have 
to act independently of campaigns, many 
connections exist between the two, according 
to Sacred Heart University’s Department of 
Government and Politics chairman, Gary L. 
Rose. “It’s almost absurd at times to think 
that they are not coordinated—it really is, 
says Rose. “Technically, you are considered 
to be distant and unconnected but there's 
almost no daylight here.” 

For example, one of the PACs currently 
supporting Foley was created by the same 
law firm that represented him in his 2010 run 
for governor. 

The ads themselves can also lead to a 
confusing time for voters who cant tell who 
an ad is funded by. 

“I think it’s really the messaging that 
matters in these ads. People are not 
distinguishing between who funds these 
ads,’ Rose says. “They are powerful ads, 
they do move people and they cost a lot 
of money to compile and produce. It’s just 
another part of American politics now. 
People do not understand the difference 
between a PAC that is non-coordinated 
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versus the candidate's 
organization.” 

A recent TV ad funded by a PAC against 
Foley showed clips of the candidate at a press 
conference in Sprague that strayed from the 
main message when Foley was approached 
by workers at the plant he was visiting. The ad 
featured “gotcha” headlines from newspapers 
and big flashy text to tout negative adjectives 
used to describe Foley. The ad was paid for by 
the DGA, it says at the end. 

The new laws now allow donors and 
interests from outside the state to buy a larger 
part of a candidate's attention than residents 
and voters can as a result of the state's 
campaign finance laws, says Suzanne Bates, 
policy director at the Yankee Institute. Bates 
says superfluous money in politics is nothing 
new after Citizen's United, but Connecticut's 
campaign laws make it harder for regular 
people to have a voice over corporations 
and unions, who use a PAC, or a federal 
campaign committee, to do their bidding. 

“It's showing a weakness in Connecticut's 
public financing system,’ says Bates. “The 
government spends billions of dollars every 
year—so people are willing to pay to get a 
piece of that pie. What were seeing is the 
public financing system isn't stopping that 
from happening.” 

However, Bates supports the ruling of Citizens 
United. Corporations and unions are “groups of 
people” that should be allowed to come together 
and choose. “People are using Citizens United as 
the boogeyman here,’ she says. 

But Super PACs and federal campaign 
committees, that have less restrictive rules, 
are evidence that when more barriers are put 
up, ways will be found to get around them. 

“[Campaign finance reform] looks good 
on paper, but what it’s actually done is 
legalize money laundering,’ says Bates. 

In 2013, when the Connecticut General 
Assembly sought to relax some of the state's 
campaign finance laws, they did so with 
Super PACs and outside donors in mind. 
Legislators argued elected officials needed to 
raise more money to combat Super PACs. 

Ultimately, both candidates in this 
gubernatorial race have millions of dollars 
at their disposal, despite participating in the 
state’s public financing program. But Super 
PACs are just part of the game they have to 
play, they say. 

“I think that the outside spending, as 
the governor has said is a decision that the 
Supreme Court decided, and it’s a decision 
that has allowed this to happen,’ says Mark 
Bergman, Malloy’s campaign senior advisor. 
“But this is the reality of politics today. 
You've got to play inside the structure that’s

Finding Dad: From “Love Child” to 
Daughter. 

That’s the title of the uncorrected 
proof of a book that arrives on my desk 
one morning in September. | read the 
title and mentally groan; | haven’t had 
enough coffee and am not the best 
armchair spectator when it comes to 
other people’s journeys. 

The author is Kara Sundlun, the two- 
time Emmy-winning co-host of “Better 
Connecticut” on WFSB-TV, a CBS 
affiliate. As an editor who tries to track 
all of the state’s interesting things and 
people, she’s on my radar, though | don’t 
know her “story.” 

Even on this under-caffeinated morning, 
| suspect there’s something interesting 
behind this book; From “Love Child” to 
Daughter is more attention grabbing than 
most subtitles after all. 

A few days later | skip past the cover, 
past the press material, past the forward 
and go straight to the opening of the first 
chapter, “The Awakening.” This is the 
test; it’s either going to grab me or It won’t. 

Election Night 1988 

| was 13 years old and had never 
even seen a picture of my father, when 
suddenly the invisible character of my 
childhood had a face. | don’t know what 
woke me up that night, but my eyes 
popped open with a sense of urgency 
at the very second a CNN news anchor 
was announcing the results of the 1998 
gubernatorial election in Rhode Island. 





“It was a close one in the Ocean State

for Bruce Sundlun,” she announced. 
She talked about how this war hero/ 
business tycoon-turned-politician had 
captured forty-nine percent of the vote... 
almost beating the incumbent Governor 
Edward DiPrete. 

Seeing his picture staring back at me 
on TV, Bruce Sundlun was suddenly real, 
and not just a faceless man who broke my 
mother's heart. | reached over and shook 
my mother, who was sleeping next to me. 
“Mom, wake up! Is that him?” | shrieked. 

It’s like a right jab with sit-up-and- 
pay-attention impact. 

This book ts the real thing, a dramatic 
memoir with a _ powerful nail-biting 
narrative—but one that leaves you 
feeling good because, ultimately, there’s 
a happy ending. 

Getting there is as good as this kind of 
reading gets: After the then-Kara Hewes 
discovers who and where her biological 
father is, she tries to connect with him 
and, for two years, he ignores her efforts. 
In 1993, at age 17, she files a paternity 
lawsuit against him. 

He eventually takes a paternity test, 
and then not only acknowledges his 
daughter but invites her to spend a 
Summer in his Newport mansion, which 
helps pave the way toward a true father- 
daughter relationship. She becomes Kara 
Sundlun in much more than name only. 

“Everything has its divine, right 
timing,” Sundlun says when we meet 
for coffee at a Starbucks near the WFSB 
Studio in Rocky Hill, referring both to 
her journey of rapprochement with her 
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late father (he died at 91 on July 21, 
2011) and writing the book. 

“Finding Dad” will be published by 
Behler Publications in early November and 
available in Connecticut bookstores and 
online at Amazon and Barnes & Noble. 

Sundlun already has events scheduled, 
including a Nov. 11 book-signing and 
discussion with a mentor, journalist and 
author Susan Campbell, at the Mark 
Twain House & Museum in Hartford, and 
a Nov. 18 signing at R.J. Julia Booksellers 
in Madison. (Check karasund/un.com for 
other upcoming events.) 

“When the universe wants you to do 
something, you sort of just have to do It,” 
adds Sundlun of the book, inspired in part 
by the encouragement of her friend Mika 
Brzezinski of “Morning Joe” on MSNBC 
and a best-selling author. “She sort of lit 
the fire to say, “You have to do this. It’s an 
important story,’” says Sundlun. 

The day after that positive push, 
Sundlun got an email about a memoir- 
writing class with Campbell at the Mark 
Twain House. After attending that class, 
she wrote a book proposal and nailed 
down a publisher. “It really was an hour 
a day,” she says of the actual writing, 
which happened after her children, 
Helena, 7, and Julian, 5, were in bed. 

“It really became my special time. | 
felt like | was connecting with my dad 
during that time,” says Sundlun, who 
is married to fellow Eyewitness News 
anchor Dennis House—whose role in the 
father-daughter story Is not insignificant. 
(“He’s a good calming force, he’s really 
grounded. Like | needed my father to be, 
Dennis Is really a rock in my life.”) 

In writing the book, Sundlun says, there 
were moments when “I just cried ... We 
did it; we went through this together. In 
going back and revisiting, it was healing 
all over again. ... It was nightly therapy 
... and | did write it knowing someday my 
children will read this.” 

What they went through together 
reads like the script of a heartrending 
movie—and beyond. 

On his third try, Bruce Sundlun 
became governor of Rhode Island in 
1990, and in May 1992—four years 
after first seeing him on TV—Kara sat 
down to write her first “Dear Bruce” 
letter, which never got a response. 

“Time to Get a Lawyer” is the title 
of Chapter 4, which segues into “The 
Secret Meeting” in Chapter 5. 

Any attempt to summarize the book 
would be inadequate, as Sundlun’s 
Story iS so powerful, and her prose 


SO compelling, that the only way to 
experience Finding Dad Is to read It. 

It’s a book that breaks down into two 
distinct parts; pursuing a relationship 
with an elusive in-denial parent, and 
then creating the fabric of a true family, 
with lots of challenges and joys. 

“| didn’t realize what | didn’t have 
until he entered into my life,” Sundlun 
says. “It was just his presence, knowing 
that he loved me made me more secure 
in everything. | needed his protection 
and he needed me to soften him up.” 

Asked about her takeaways from the 
experience—not just “finding dad” 
but writing about it—Sundlun says, 
“Forgiveness is really something you 
give yourself.” 

“You can love someone in spite of 
their flaws,” she adds, also saying, “The 
other thing my story taught me Is you 
don’t have to be a perfect parent. You 
just have to love them.” 

And then there’s this: “The universal 
lesson that love beats fear played out in 
my case.” 

While it’s best to read Finding Dad, 
rather than reading about It, a couple of 
other things need to be mentioned. 

As uplifting as the ordeal turned out 
to be for Sundlun, it was painful for her 
mother, Judith Vargo, who was a “young 
beautiful stewardess” when she met 
Bruce Sundlun when he was the CEO 
of Executive Jet Aviation. “I don’t think 
she was prepared for how much it would 
affect our lives,” Sundlun says of what 
they both went through when a brave 
teenager demanded that her famous 
father acknowledge her. 

Vargo and Bruce Sundlun “ultimately 
worked it out too,” Sundlun_ says. 
“She had to take her own journey of 
forgiveness.” 

Interestingly, before Bruce Sundlun 
was a CEO and a governor, he was a 
Jewish bomber pilot who was the only 
one to escape the Nazis when his plane 
was shot down on Dec. 1, 1943. Five 
crew members were killed and the rest 
captured. He made it through Belgium 
and France to Switzerland, where 
he stayed and joined the resistance 
movement. 

In 2013, the World War II Foundation 
made a documentary film on Sundlun’s 
heroic escape, and his daughter was 
invited to be part of the film’s journey 
of rediscovery. 

The film will be shown as part of the 
Hartford Jewish Film Festival, taking place 
March 12 to 22, 2015. (See hjff.org)| pec. |

The Ambulatory Surgery Center's pre- and 
post-operative spaces will include upgraded 
Operating suites with the latest surgical 
technology, including the da Vinci Si, a robotic 
surgical system for minimally invasive surgery. 
The centers redesigned recovery and waiting 
areas will streamline the patient experience and 
enhance operational efficiencies. 

The late Anne and Harold McGraw were 
ardent supporters of the hospital. The longtime 
CEO of what was then called McGraw Hill 
Companies, Harold McGraw Jr., was also a 
philanthropist whose gifts aided the public 
good in Fairfield County. 

“My mother, on her own, devoted a lot of 
her time to volunteer work. She volunteered at 
all sorts of places. One of them that was very 
special to her was Norwalk Hospital. It seemed 
to have so many needs and not enough people. 
It made her feel so good and so relevant,’ Terry 
McGraw III, the chairman and former CEO 
of McGraw Hill Financial,” says. “My brother 
and sister and I are recipients of that kind of 
thinking and that attitude.” 

“When my father died, he had amassed a 
very significant wealth position,’ McGraw says. 
“In talking about it prior to his death, we all 
believed ... that giving back to the community 
where you live is vital. If you have the ability to 
do it, you've got to show leadership and step up.” 

The siblings, all of whom live in Fairfield 
County, established the foundation and “started 
talking about the things that are most important 
to us.” Their parents had instilled in them an 
instinct to look for the “gaps,” and to find the 
“things where we could be more helpful.” 

“Norwalk was always a problem community,’ 
McGraw says in thinking back on the city’s 


history. “It wasn't growing. It wasn‘ getting all 
the services and capabilities it needed to grow.’ 

That started to change and Norwalk began 
“getting better and better,’ attracting new 
businesses. “It is exciting to see a community 
like Norwalk advance,’ McGraw says. “One of 
the hubs of any community like that has got to 
be a hospital” 

What sealed the deal for McGraw in terms 
of Norwalk Hospital’s appeal was its business 
savvy in joining the Western Connecticut 
Health Network, which also includes Danbury 
and New Milford hospitals, forming a sort 
of necklace of health care along the Route 7 
corridor in western Connecticut. 

“Tts one thing to have a really good doctor, 
a really good group of doctors with multiple 
capabilities, a nice health care facility,» McGraw 
says, adding, “There [are] two words that 
become very important. One is leverage and 
the other is scalability. When you go into these 
health networks like this, it is so smart. Now you 
can leverage talent, you can leverage capability.” 

In the worlds of both health care and 
business, leverage and scalability drive growth, 
and McGraw says, “Growth is the answer to 
just about every question. But it takes a lot of 
people to think smart about how to grow.’ 

When he was at the helm of the family 
company as CEO, McGraw was clearly one of 
the business world’s thought leaders on how to 
effect smart growth. 

A June 2005 story in The New York Times 
said of his tenure to that point: 

“In the 12 years since Mr. McGraw _ took 
over as president and chief executive officer 
of the McGraw-Hill Companies, the parent of 
Standard & Poors, BusinessWeek magazine,

trade publications and a leading educational 
publishing business, the companys stock has 
risen from $8.20 a share on Aug. 2, 1993, to $44 
a share at Fridays close—a 437 percent increase. 

“That return beats both the Dow Jones and 
S&P indexes, other educational publishers 
like Pearson and Reed Elsevier, as well as most 
newspaper publishers and an array of broader 
media conglomerates, including Time Warner, 
the Walt Disney Company, Viacom and the 
News Corporation.” 

That legacy of success continues. As October 
opened with uncertainty in the stock market, 
McGraw Hill Financial still topped $82 a share. 

“McGraw-Hill Financial is doing exception- 
ally well,” McGraw says, describing the 
increasingly global reach of the company 
“as capital markets materialize,’ and adding, 
“Right now all roads go to Asia-Pacific.’ 

Just as the stars aligned for McGraw Hill 
Financial, “all the stars aligned” for the family 
foundation to come to the aid of Norwalk 
Hospital and to also pay-it-forward with 
cutting-edge health care for future generations. 

“In the business world and the health care 
world, you've got to get out of self?’ McGraw 
says. “If you have this notion of outreach—it'’s 
about others, not me—then youre in a position 
to leverage your capabilities.’

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An Arttul Plan 


The Ball & Socket Manufacturing Company 
was a part of the fabric of America for 144 years, 
producing buttons that adorned the uniforms, 
suits and jackets of citizens across the country. 

It is said that Gen. Ulysses S. Grant wore 
the factory's buttons, as did countless fire- 
fighters, policemen, Boy Scouts, fraternity 
brothers and soldiers, including those of 
Charles DeGaulle’s Free French. 

But the expansive factory, located on Route 
68, has been the centerpiece of Cheshire for 
longer than that. The manufacturing plant, 
which opened in 1850, was the largest em- 
ployer for decades and literally shaped the 
layout and economy of the area. A grand coat 
of arms was placed over the entrance to the 
factory, giving it prominence. It was a hub of 
activity—machines humming, churning out 
an impressive variety of shiny brass buttons. 

But for the last two decades, it’s been a 
drastically different story. After closing its 
doors in 1994, the once-bustling industrial 
site fell silent and into significant disrepair. 
Floorboards rotted, glass panes filmed over 
and broke, mold and rust spread through the 
campus of buildings—and when the people 
moved out, the rats moved in. Contaminated 
soil required large portions of the floors to be 
torn up for environmental remediation. It is 
now a literal shell of its former self. 

But three Cheshire residents see a future 
for Ball & Socket, one that will reuse the space 
and help downtown Cheshire’ revitalization. 

Ilona Somogyi, Jeffrey Guimond and Kevin 
Daly, collectively known as Ball & Socket Arts, 
Inc., finalized the purchase of the property in 
September and are now moving forward on 
grand plans to transform it into an arts desti- 
nation and community gathering place. 

“We are committed to building a mixed-use 
space that hums with activity,’ Guimond says. 
“It's about spontaneity and the spark of dis- 
covery. Our shows and performances will be 
worth a special trip, but we are designing the 
place to encourage casual encounters. Bikers 
coming off the Farmington Canal Linear Park 
for a lemonade break may then wander into a 
gallery and find something exciting!” 

Think the Massachusetts Museum of Con- 
temporary Art, but smaller. The facility will 
house art galleries, a retail concourse, music 
and dance studios, a concert space, a multi- 
media cinema, educational spaces, a demon- 
stration kitchen, a bar and restaurant. 

The trio attended Cheshire High School 
together, then drifted apart to different art- 
related disciplines. Somogyi is a faculty

member in the design department at the Yale 
School of Drama and has worked as a pro- 
fessional costume designer at regional and 
commercial theaters in New York City. Gui- 
mond is a pianist, conductor, cook and cur- 
rently the music administrator for the New 
York City Ballet at Lincoln Center. Daly is a 
fine artist, educator, curator and the founder 
of the artists’ collaborative MANIAC. 

Somogyi and Guimond first inquired 
about the property four years ago. Daly had 
thought about the factory on his own. When 
it went on the market, they all decided to join 
forces and form a nonprofit in 2011. 

Three years of tumultuous real estate 
dealings preceded the final settlement. The 
$725,000 purchase was funded by a $1.7 
million loan from the State of Connecticut's 
Department of Economic and Community 
Development (DECD). 

“There were about four major crises where 
we thought it wouldnt happen,’ says Somo- 
gyi. “| We decided we had to] wrap our hands 
around the reins and hold on. We ultimately 
realized we were the only player. Were the 
only ones crazy enough.” 

Crazy may just be the word for it. This 
project is going to be all-encompassing and 
multiphased with every room in the cluster 
of buildings being completely overhauled. 
There's still a significant amount of environ- 
mental remediation that needs to be done, 
which will be paid for by the remaining bal- 
ance of the DECD loan plus a $400,000 grant 
from the Town of Cheshire, also funded 
through the DECD. 

“It's absolutely daunting, but it has to hap- 
pen,” says Somogyi. “There's no good alterna- 
tive. I think if these buildings could have come 
down at a reasonable rate, it would have been 
done. There are a lot of people in town who 
are attached to these buildings. If they went 
down, I think it would be devastating.” 


Ball & Socket Arts has consulted with 
members of town government and the 
Chamber of Commerce throughout the 
planning process and hired David Arai, chief 
architect at Meier Group, to oversee the proj- 
ect. He has extensive experience with historic 
buildings. The design will utilize as many ex- 
isting details as possible. 

“Grassroots support is strong. We would 
never have made it this far without the Sock- 
etters,’ says Somogyi. “They have come out to 
our planning and zoning meetings to speak in 
favor of the project and they have been spread- 
ing the word. Our operating funds to date have 
come from impassioned individuals who are 
excited by our vision for the site. The next step 
will be engaging major giving partners, initial- 
ly for the capital campaign and soon after for 
programming for the arts organization.” 

The project has received significant support 
from DECD Commissioner Catherine Smith 
and Gov. Dannel P. Malloy, who said this of 
the project: “Our administration is making 
investments across the state in projects like 
Ball & Socket Arts that will reactivate long- 
dormant sites and bring new vitality and eco- 
nomic activity to our communities. This proj- 
ect has the potential to be a significant cultural 
asset and economic engine for Cheshire and 
the entire state, and we are thrilled to see the 
project achieve [this] milestone.” 

The new art center will be perfectly situ- 
ated in the middle of Cheshire’s downtown 
revitalization. The plan is to open doors for 
business in the summer of 2017. 

The first phase of construction will focus 
on stabilizing the buildings, completing en- 
vironmental remediation and achieving his- 
toric designation, which they've already ap- 
plied for. It will be a long three years of work, 
but Somogyi seems ready. “I’m excited,” she 
says. “I can feel my life changing.”

Yale Rep Wages War 


Acclaimed playwright Branden Jacobs- 
Jenkins will make his Yale Repertory Theatre 
debut this fall with the world premiere of his 
latest work, War. 

Known for his sharply written characters 
who cut through the literary landscape to 
pull at the emotions we all share and tell sto- 
ries that are intensely personal and difficult 
to define, his latest play is no exception. 

War tells the story of Tate and Joanne, 
who you meet at the hospital bedside of their 
comatose mother. Grief turns them bitter as 
they attack each other’s smallest words and 
biggest choices. Two strangers ambush the 
pair and make a shocking claim about their 
grandfather's WWII tour of duty.

For whatever reason, the long, illustrious 
history of aviation seems like a boys’ club, 
with the exploits of male pioneers, innova- 
tors and heroes dominating the discussion. 
But they were hardly alone in mastering the 
wild blue yonder—and we're not just talking 
about stewardesses, either. 

“Womens contributions have been critical, 
but you dont always read about them,” says 
Caroline dOtreppe, Director of Educational 
Programs at the New England Air Museum 
in Windsor Locks, which on Nov. 2 hosts 
“Women Take Flight,” an event that features 
the extraordinary women who have been 
critical in the evolution of aviation. “Con- 
necticut has been actively involved in aviation 
history, from the first balloon flights on the 
New Haven green in the late 1700s and pursu- 
ing technology. As time went by, it broadened 
to women—the World War II years really re- 
quired women to step up to the plate.’ 

And step up they did, taking active roles in 
designing, building and piloting aircraft and 
eventually, spacecraft. “Women Take Flight” 
will include more than 25 of these pioneers 
as well as a number of re-enactors portraying 
women critical to early aviation history. Visi- 
tors will be able to interact one-on-one with 
these special guests. 

Among those expected to attend are: Bee 
Haydu, World War II Woman Air Force 
Service Pilot (WASP) and recipient of the 





Congressional Medal of Honor; Nagin Cox, 
a Jet Propulsion Laboratories engineer on 
the team that developed and operated the 
Curiosity Rover on Mars; Patricia Beck- 
man, Commander U.S. Navy (retired), flight 
test navigator and first woman qualified as 
a crewmember in the F-15 and F-18; Lucy 
Young, commercial and Navy fighter pilot; 
Terry VandenDolder, American Airlines and 
US. Air Force pilot (retired); and Trish Mar- 
garido, medic with Life Star. 

Visitors will also enjoy hands-on activities, 
see examples of women’s work in aviation 
and hear about careers and other amazing 
experiences in aviation and aerospace.

Dr. David Tolin says stress isn't always 
something to get... well, stressed about. 

“Stress in certain amounts is what motivates 
us to get out of bed and do things, function 
and solve problems. Stress is in many ways a 
very critical part of being human. If we didn't 
have stress we wouldnt function,’ says Tolin, 
director and founder of Hartford Hospital's 
Anxiety Disorders Center. “If your stress level 
is too low, you tend not to do very well because 
youre not really paying attention and youre 
not really motivated to do anything” 

But, obviously, there's a darker, poten- 
tially harmful side to stress. “If your stress 
level is too high, then functioning starts to 
break down because you start to become 
overwhelmed,” he says. “So for any given 
person in any given situation, there is sort of 
an optimal level of stress.’ 

Adverse effects from too much stress can 
include headaches, high blood pressure, 
heart problems, diabetes, skin conditions, 
asthma, arthritis, depression and anxiety. 

We spoke with Tolin and other experts to 
look at what causes stress, how to recognize 
when you have too much of it, and what you 
can do to effectively manage this biologically 
necessary but often unpleasant emotion. 
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STRESS-CAUSING CULPRITS 

“Stress is experienced in the body as what 
we call the fight, flight or freeze response,’ 
Tolin says. “Basically what that means is the 
body is mobilizing for a threat of some kind, 
so what happens to you when you experi- 
ence stress at work is biologically very similar 
to what happens if someone is robbing you 
and youre getting ready to either run away 
from it or to fight back. Your body is getting 
ready to deal with a threat, which means your 
heart rate increases, you start increasing your 
oxygen intake, your muscles go into a state of 
tension. Your body starts creating cortisol—a 
natural painkiller and healing chemical—get- 
ting ready essentially for injury. All of that 
is perfectly fine, and certainly good if youre 
being robbed. Where we run into trouble is 
when that’s happening chronically, where it’s 
happening day in and day out without release, 
then you start to get negative health effects.” 

The data suggests this bad type of stress is 
on the rise. “Stress is very common now, says 
Dr. Rajita Sinha, of the Yale Stress Center. “The 
American Psychological Association does yearly 
surveys and nationally 58 percent of people are 
reporting being moderately stressed to very 
stressed. More than a third of those are children-” 
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ressed Out 


TIS THE SEASON FOR STRESS— 
HERE'S HOW T0 COPE.

Sinha adds that there are some common 
stress-causing culprits. “When you look at the 
type of events that people are talking about, 
they're pretty significant losses in their life from 
death to losing homes, losing jobs, losing impor- 
tant relationships, being victims of violence. Los- 
ing jobs, financial stress is a big one,’ she says. 

However, it’s not just bad life events that 
can cause stress. 

“It doesn't have to be negative things,” To- 
lin says. “In fact, what we find is that positive 
circumstances are often every bit as stressful 
as negative circumstances. So we might think 
of losing a job as being a source of stress and 
that’s very true, but getting a job is also a 
source of stress. Losing a marriage is cer- 
tainly a source of stress but getting married 
is also a source of stress. We also find that 
even the small stressors over time can build 
up and have an impact on us, again some- 
times for good, sometimes for bad. Meeting 
deadlines at work, or the phone ringing a lot, 
or having to attend to chores throughout the 
home or related to the family, even having 
pressing social engagements are a source of 
stress. So those little things either alone, or 
sometimes in combination as they build up, 
can also become a source of stress.” 
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WAYS TO REDUCE STRESS 

“The first step to reducing stress is to rec- 
ognize it,’ says Sinha. “One of the ways peo- 
ple try to cope with stress is to minimize it 
and ignore it; sometimes that can be helpful 
when you really have no answers, but a lot of 
times that will only go so far. Even if you feel 
like there are no answers or no way out, it’s 
important to begin to acknowledge the stress 
and notice how it's affecting you.” 

She adds some common symptoms of 
stress include “sleep difficulties, irritabil- 
ity, feeling down, withdrawing or not really 
wanting to go out much or do social activi- 
ties, not enjoying the things you normally 
enjoy, aches and pains difficulty concentrat- 
ing, forgetting things. These are all symp- 
toms of being in highly stressful periods, or 
coping with uncontrollable stress.” 

Once you've realized you have too much 
stress there are steps you can take to better 
manage it. 

“When somebody is noticing that their 
stress level is getting to the point where it’s 
actually causing their performance to suffer, 
there are several things they can do,’ Tolin 
says. “One is to prioritize. When we've talked 
with chronically overwhelmed and stressed- 
out people, a lot of times what we find is that 
they have not done a very good job of priori- 
tizing tasks, so everything is critical and ev- 
erything has to be done right now. Some- 
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times that’s true, but most of the time it isn't. 
So lots of times there are important things to 
get to and less important things to get to.” 
He adds that one helpful technique is to 
break big tasks down into more manage- 
able sub-goals; another is to step away from 
the stress, even briefly. “There's much to be 
said for just simply taking a break,” he says. 
“Workaholics like me are not very good at 
doing that—we have a tendency to just keep 
pushing and pushing and pushing—but of- 
tentimes what we find is if you take a break 
from the task and give yourself time to re- 
cover, you actually come back to it more fo- 
cused, less stressed out, less overwhelmed, 
and better able to actively solve the problem.” 
Sinha agrees and advises those who are 
stressed “to build in enjoyment-related things 
in your life that will give you a break from 
stress, connect with family and make sure you 
have social support from family or friends.’ 
She adds it’s important to monitor over- 
all health. “Exercise and diet are two things 
that are really critical and people often dont 
think of those things as being connected to 
stress, she says. “Exercise we do, but diet of- 
ten we dont; however, eating healthy meals, 
eating three times a day, and being physically 
active can really help with stress.” 
Sinha suggests it can also be productive to 
see a professional counselor or psychologist 
to discuss stress management. In addition, 


there are alternative methods one can engage 
in to reduce stress. “In many communities in 
Connecticut, there are yoga classes, there are 
support groups, there are spirituality classes. 
People like to go do those things and those 
can help reduce levels of stress,” she says. 

One place these types of classes are offered 
is at Finding Feathers, a healing center in Fair- 
field. At the center, free meditation classes are 
offered. According to owner Denise Lamou- 
reux, the mediations “are what we call medi- 
tation positiva, as opposed to what we call 
meditation negativa—mediation where you 
sit silently and you have to shut your brain off. 

“This meditation positva is so awesome 
for stress because when were under stress we 
cant calm our brains—we just cant,’ she says. 
“Our minds are thinking about everything we 
have to do. So what this does is it engages you 
in the meditation so that you kind of have no 
choice but to stay focused on the meditation. 
It gives you that peace from that busy brain, 
that monkey mind, as I call it? 

She encourages even those who are skep- 
tical of meditation to give it a try. “There are 
lots of different forms of meditation. You just 
want to find the one that works best for you,’ 
she says. “The key thing to remember is not 
to make it such a big-time consuming type 
of thing. Know that you can meditate for five 
minutes in the morning and it’s going to make 
a difference for the entire day-’ =

Jobs Forecast: Connec 


lt can be argued that job growth is the 
single most Important political issue in ev- 
ery community in the United States. Since 
February 2010, when the Great Recession 
finally flatlined, candidates on every level 
have made the economy and job growth 
part of their platforms. 

In this year’s gubernatorial rematch be- 
tween Democratic incumbent Gov. Dannel 
P. Malloy and Republican challenger Tom 
Foley, the issue has been hotly debated. 
Foley has strongly contested the success 
of Malloy’s strategic economic plans over 
the last four years, while the governor 
maintains that there has been significant 
growth, with approximately 60,000 pri- 
vate sector jobs added, according to his 
Spokesperson Andrew Doba. But with a 
total of 119,100 jobs lost in Connecticut 
since 2008, and every sector impacted, 
many workers are unsatisfied with the 
stunted road to recovery. 

While slow, Connecticut’s business mar- 
ket has been on a steady rise in line with 
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the country as a whole for the last several 
years. According to the Connecticut De- 
partment of Labor (CTDOL), 71,400 posi- 
tions, or 59.9 percent of the 119,100 sea- 
sonally adjusted total nonfarm jobs, have 
been recovered; approximately 1,322 jobs 
each month since February 2010. Cur- 
rently, the unemployment rate is hovering 
around 6.6 percent. The recovered jobs 
have not necessarily been in the same in- 
dustries that endured the greatest losses. 

The CTDOL reports that thousands of 
jobs have been added in the Accommo- 
dation and Food Services sector (where 
employment rose 18.6 percent between 
February 2010 and July 2014), as well as 
in Health Care and Social Assistance (up 
18.4 percent), Administrative and Support 
Services (up 10.4 percent), Construction 
(up 7.7 percent), Retail Trade (up 7.7 per- 
cent) and Professional and Scientific Ser- 
vices (up 7.5 percent). 

Patrick Flaherty, an economist in the Of- 
fice of Research at the CTDOL, wrote In the

September 2014 issue of The Connecti- 
cut Economic Digest that “...the industry 
and occupational mix of the economy has 
changed.” 

Connecticut has been investing in indus- 
tries that are poised for growth like biosci- 
ence and digital media, according to Doba. 
In June 2011, Malloy signed into legislation 
Bioscience Connecticut, a job-creation ini- 
tiative. The expansion of the UConn Health 
Center campus in Farmington is a ma- 
jor project under the bioscience umbrella 
that Is expected to annually create about 
3,000 construction jobs through 2018 and 
16,400 permanent jobs by 2037. 

“We're doing things to prepare for the 
future,” says Doba. By investing in industry 
leaders, Connecticut is trying to position itself 
to be a “major player” in future innovation. 

Moves like convincing Cigna Insurance 
to bring their headquarters back to Hart- 
ford also show a push toward reclaiming 
the state’s legacy as the insurance capital 
of the world. “I think this state neglected 









its strengths for a while,” says Doba. Fu- 
ture plans of the governor, should he be 
reelected, include continuing to move for- 
ward on economic initiatives Doba says 
are already in motion. 

Foley has been critical of the governor’s 
plans for the economy, saying in a televised 
debate at the University of Saint Joseph in 
West Hartford on Sept. 30 that the state’s 
overall economy has grown only 1 percent 
since Malloy has been governor. He be- 
lieves that Malloy’s signing of the state’s 
largest tax increase in history in addition 
to a 16 percent increase in spending has 
curbed growth. To that, Malloy reiterated 
that he is investing in the future of the state. 

It’s not just the number of employees 
companies are hiring that has continued 
to rise, but the number of business es- 
tablishments have also grown. According 
to the Quarterly Census of Employment 
and Wages, which only tracks businesses 
with employees covered under the un- 
employment insurance system and does 
not count the self-employed, there were 
113,251 establishments in the state as of 
the first quarter of 2014. That is up from 
108,726 establishments in the first quar- 
ter of 2004 and 102,712 establishments 
in the first quarter of 1994. 

In our state, the largest sector to see 
growth over the next decade is Health 
Care, which is projected to add 40,000 
jobs, largely in ambulatory-care settings 
but also home health-care services, hospi- 
tals and assisted living facilities. 

Educational Services follows behind with 
a projected growth of 18,000 jobs with el- 
ementary and secondary schools, colleges 
and universities all expected to add em- 
ployees. Next is Professional, Scientific and 
Technical Services, which will add 17,500 
jobs with the largest gain in the computer 
systems design industry. Construction and 
Manufacturing are also poised for modest 
growth over the next decade. 

Two sectors will continue to see de- 
clines. Information and Arts, Entertain- 
ment and Recreation are both expected to 
be downsizing, though the decreases will 
be smaller than in the previous decade. 
According to the Economic Digest, “news- 
paper publishing is the main reason for 
the information decline, while increased 
competition in other states for Connecti- 
cut’s casino business will cause declines 
in the entertainment sector.” 

We're not out of the woods yet, but Fla- 
herty is confident that projected growth 
rate is realistic. That growth will average 
less than 1 percent per year over the next 
10 years, but any progress is good prog- 
ress for a state, and a nation, that has 
been struggling to pull itself up by its boot- 
Straps since 2008.

At one end of town, a grocery store is discarding food that is about to 
expire or otherwise can't be sold. Meanwhile, at the other end, hungry 
people wait in a line at a local food pantry. It is a scenario that plays out 
every day across the country as well as in the state of Connecticut. 

According to Feeding America, about 50 million people in the United 
States are food insecure, meaning that they don’t have access to a Suf- 
ficient quantity of affordable and nutritious food. Approximately 500,000 
of those who are food insecure live in Connecticut. 

Such a situation in this country does not make any sense, according to 
Community Plates, the Fairfield County-based, technology-fueled, direct- 
transfer food rescue organization. It’s not a matter of there not being enough 
food like in some parts of the world; in the U.S., It comes down to logistics— 
food is not being distributed properly. People are starving while Americans 
throw away nearly 40 percent of our collective food supply each year. 
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Community Plates founders Kevin Mullins 
and Jeff Schacher have a solution to this problem: 
community generosity fueled by technology. 

As the CEO of the cloud-based software 
program WhenToManage, which helps res- 
taurant owners manage labor, inventory and 
reporting, Schacher was intimately aware of 
how much waste restaurants produce every 
week. He started asking about grocery stores. 
What did they do with products they dont 
sell? The answer—they often throw it away. 

“They're in the business of making mon- 
ey, says Schacher. “They don't like to throw 
away food but it can't cost them money [to 
get rid of it.]” 

As a specialist in simplifying compli- 
cated processes, Schacher thought he could 
troubleshoot the problem. If the process of 
donation was easier and cheaper, he figured 
people would be willing to pitch in. He was 
right. Restaurants and grocery stores loved 
the idea of donating unused food to local 
food pantries and soup kitchens. 

“We knew the food was here and it needed 
to go there. We asked, “How do we do that?” 
says Schacher. “It started as an experiment. I 
wondered if volunteers would get in their car 
and drive food down the street?’ 
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Community Plates harnesses the power of 
technology to schedule “food rescues.” Vol- 
unteers use their own vehicles and their own 
time to pick up food from grocery stores and 
deliver it to food pantries. It’s a quick process, 
sometimes taking as little as 20 minutes out 
of the volunteer's day. 

“People sign up for the app. They can see 
what live food rescue opportunities [there] 
are and they self-schedule so there's no mid- 
dle man,” says Mullins. 

Community Plates operates under what 
Mullins calls “three distinctives.” They are a 
volunteer-driven, direct-transfer and tech- 
nology-fueled service. All lend to the orga- 
nizations ability to “do good for little money.’ 

“Food rescue, we didn't invent that. People 
have been doing that. What's key about our 
platform is that we're volunteer driven,’ says 
Mullins. “We go from Point A to Point B. We 
dont take the product anywhere to stock it. The 
value of food gets directly where it needs to go.’ 

The organization is able to rescue meals 
for approximately eight cents per meal. They 
can rescue a million pounds of food for the 
same amount of energy resources as it would 
take to rescue a thousand pounds of food. 

Community Plates has saved 4.9 million 
meals (or $6 million) since its launch in 2011. 
The majority of that has been rescued in Fair- 
field County, its first site. There are currently 
four other Community Plates sites around the 
country: in New Haven County; Albuquerque, 
N.M.; Columbus, Ohio; and New Orleans. 

In Fairfield County, the organization 
works with more than 30 donors and sup- 
ports 32 soup kitchens and food pantries. 


On a rainy Thursday in September, Tom 
Hauser, the site director for Fairfield County, 
pulls up behind Mrs. Green's Natural Market 
in New Canaan for a donation pickup. The 
baskets and bags that are loaded into the 
back of Hauser’s SUV contain a variety of 
food items including yogurt, coconut milk, 
lettuce, juice, tofu and zucchini. 

It takes only a couple of minutes for Mrs. 
Green's employees to carry the food up the 
back steps of the store and into the car. From 
there, Hauser, who started with the organiza- 
tion as a food runner and moved into his posi- 
tion as site director last year, whisks the deliv- 
ery off to the Wilson Pantry in Stamford. 

Located in the basement of a church, the 
Wilson pantry feeds about 200 people week- 
ly. That number increases to between 300 
and 400 during the winter months. Pantry 
director Joyce Gumbus, who lovingly goes by 
the name Miss Joyce, says she relies on Com- 
munity Plates deliveries for about 25 percent 
of the food they provide for those in need. 
The other 75 percent comes from the local 
food bank. The pantry receives a Commu- 
nity Plates delivery once a week. 


Serena Hunt, a retail dietician-nutritionist 
at Mrs. Green's, is the one who reached out to 
Community Plates because she felt passion- 
ately that the store's organic produce could 
help those who are food insecure get the nu- 
trition they need. 

“We are doing this because our business 
truly revolves around ‘good’ practices,” says 
Hunt. “Sharing our high-quality, nutritious 
food with those in need not only makes us 
feel good about ourselves, but also helps us 
impart good to our local community. Mrs. 
Greens has a nutritionist on staff mainly 
because the business model is so concerned 
with providing free services in the commu- 
nity that promote health. What better way to 
spread this message than by donating high- 
quality food to those who otherwise would 
not have been able to afford it?” 

Mrs. Greens, like all grocery stores, has a sys- 
tem for discarding food. Hunt explains that the 
newly opened New Canaan store reviews each 
department daily to check quality and sell-by 
dates, removing product as needed. Perishable 
items that have been frozen are donated, and if 
they havent been frozen, they are donated for 
use by the sell-by date. Bakery products can be 
donated one day past the sell-by date. 

“All products must be in the original pack- 
aging with seal intact, marked with a sell-by 
date and the appropriate labels,” says Hunt. 
“We do not donate any product that does not 
contain proper labeling” 

Once items are selected for donation, the 
store holds them in a refrigerator or freezer 
until pickup. 

“We donate a variety of foods, a lot of or- 
ganic produce, some dairy including grass-fed, 
local and organic varieties, eggs, canned goods, 
bakery items and meat, to name a few, says 
Hunt. “Community Plates is wonderful be- 
cause they accept a variety of food items.” 

The food pantries and soup kitchens rely 
heavily on Community Plates because they pro- 
vide food options not typically received from 
donors, such as fresh produce and meat. 

Pat Cage of the Person-to-Person pantries 
in Darien and Norwalk says they have always 
been committed to supplying clients with 
fresh produce and meat, but donations were 
irregular and usually consisted of onions, po- 
tatoes and frozen chicken. Since partnering 
with Community Plates, Person-to-Person re- 
ceives a variety of vegetables including squash, 
zucchini, lettuce, strawberries and apples, as 
well as fresh bread and red meat. While they 
dont receive all of those items in every deliv- 
ery, donations are much more regular. Cage 
says it's been a “tremendous partnership” that 
has made a difference to the clients. 

Still, with every delivery the food pantries 
have to sort through donations for food that 
has gone bad. The first thing Miss Joyce does 
with the Mrs. Greens delivery is check expi- 
ration dates. 


“We throw away about 30 percent of what 
they bring us,’ says Cage. “Sometimes, that's 
because of one bad apple or one squishy po- 
tato in the bag. Sometimes, it's a result of 
mishandling in the exchange.” 

The food pantries never know exactly what 
they're going to receive in a donation. That oc- 
casionally results in receiving a lot of one prod- 
uct and none of another, but Mullins says that 
doesn't happen as often as youd expect. Most of 
the deliveries include a good mix of products. 

“Food rescue is not a science, it's an adven- 
ture,’ he says. “Partner agencies don't have an 
expectation of food they will receive, but some 
really good patterns tend to emerge. [They 
learn] these are the types of foods we receive 
from these donors. If you did a run 10 times, 
there might be a flux of 20 percent in either 
direction, but not a 50 percent flux. Generally, 
they're similar types of runs. The waste [gro- 
cery stores and restaurants] generate is similar’ 

If partner agencies report that they are re- 
ceiving too much food or can't distribute it 
quickly enough before it expires, Mullins says 
the routes are adjusted “on the fly’ Sometimes 
that means splitting a run between two drop- 
off locations, or rerouting a run to another fa- 
cility that needs a larger donation. 

Person-to-Persons Norwalk facility, for 
instance, receives between four and five 
Community Plates donations per week, and 
serves between 725 and 750 families per 
month. In Darien, which serves about 250 
families per month, two or three donations 
are received per week. 

Cage says the organization is really good 
about offering new runs to the facilities when 
a new donor joins the system. 


GROWTH AND ENGAGEMENT 


Community Plates is constantly adding 
donors and partnering agencies to its roster 
in Fairfield County. Now that the organiza- 
tion has been up and running for three years, 
its typically agencies who reach out and say 
they want to get involved. 

But for newer sites like the one in New 
Orleans, which was opened in early Sep- 
tember, the organization reaches out to food 
pantries and soup kitchens that are already 
doing a good job of battling food insecurity. 
Since the organization’ work relies so heavily 
on volunteers and community involvement, 
forcing the system on a locale that doesn't 
want it, doesn't work. The community has to 
demonstrate a desire to start a Community 
Plates program before a site launches. That 
was the case for New Orleans, and Mullins 
believes the site will be successful because of 
the town’s reputation as a foodie destination 
and the sense of neighbor helping neighbor 
that is pervasive there. 

Mullins and Schacher are determined to 
service the entire state of Connecticut by 
the end of 2015. At this point, the Fairfield 
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County and New Haven County sites cover 
the individual territories and even expand to 
outlying communities like Waterbury. They 
are in “serious conversations” with the Hart- 
ford community. 

They see Community Plates as a national 
organization, and have since the very begin- 
ning. They hope to establish sites in all 50 
states eventually. “We want to have an impact 
on the 50 million food insecure in the coun- 
try,’ says Mullins. “We hope to expand to all 
major U.S. cities and second-tier cities.” 

The founders are thinking big. They know 
the potential impact is huge and that there are 
excited volunteers in every community. Now 
they are working on refining the process. 

“We really want to be more focused on 
making [the app] engaging, says Mullins. 
“We want to make it easy for you to post your 
run to Twitter and Facebook. We want to set 
up a reward fund, similar to Foursquare... 
and forums so people can connect. You're 
not doing it with other people but you're 
part of a community. Some people might call 
these bells and whistles, but we think those 
are focused on long-term engagement.”

Fortunately in Connecticut, 
there’s an alternative that lim- 
its the cost of the wine (and 
thus the cost of the dinner) but 
doesn't keep you at home. Lots 
of delicious places embrace a 
BYOB philosophy, making for 
gourmet bargains. Here’s the 
SCOOp on some of the best ones 
to helo warm up the coming 
cold nights. Enjoy!

Brian Pieck, 
owner of House of Warmth Stove & Fire- 
place Shop in New Milford, is one such pro- 
fessional with a bevy of advice for potential 
customers. 

When someone walks into his shop, the 
first question Pieck asks is how much square 
footage they're trying to heat. The answer to 
that question can significantly change a pro- 
fessional’s stove recommendation. 

“[Often] they want to see if they can 
heat their whole house, but just heating the 
main living area where you spend the most 
time will make a huge dent in your heating 
bills,” says Pieck. “You don’t want to go too 
big. You will cook yourself out of the main 
room.” 

Air circulation is key to heating your 
home with a fireplace or stove. A centralized 
air system can be a significant cost-saving 
measure. 

“If they're looking for the biggest bang for 
their buck, turn on the air handler. [It will] 
suck warm air into other areas of house,’ says 
Pieck. 

Deciding how much work youre willing 
to invest in your new heating appliance mer- 
its major consideration. Your stove needs to 
fit with your lifestyle. Do you have the time 
to tend to a wood stove? Do you want to heat

your home quickly after getting home from 
work? 


Wood stoves, while beautiful and energy 
efficient (you can heat your entire home with 
wood, cutting out oil prices completely), 
require a lot of effort. You have to maintain 
the fire while it’s burning and clean the stove 
regularly. 

“[With a wood stove] you have to hang 
around and put in wood to load it,” says Pieck. 
“The pellet stove feeds itself and the gas stove 
turns on and off with the flip of a switch.”

A WORLD-CLASS DINING EXPERIENCE MAY BE CLOSER THAN YOU THINK. 


Fairfield County gourmets (who consider Westchester their back 
yard) were the first to cheer when they learned that The Inn at Pound 
Ridge was taken over by a world-famous chef. They came, they ate 
and said, “It’s fabulous.” Should the rest of us let a little thing like a 
state line keep us away? 


The Inn at Pound Ridge by Jean-Georges x*xx«% 
Pound Ridge, New York 

It still looks like what it is: a centuries-old white clapboard house 
in the country, built in 1833 as a residence and now operating as an 
inn. But the classy driving machines pulling up to the door presage 
excitement within. When we drive up in our modest sedan, four va- 
lets spring forth to whisk it away. 

The place is packed. How could it not be when the chef is interna- 
tionally famous Jean-Georges Vongerichten, master chef and restau- 
rateur extraordinaire who has opened 10 restaurants in power cities 
around the world—Bangkok, Hong Kong, Singapore, Chicago, To- 
kyo—and just did something his fans thought he would never do. He 
turned his attention from New York City (where he had just opened 
three restaurants) to take over a sleepy country inn, formerly Emily 
Shaw's, on the New York-Connecticut border, and turn it into a stun- 
ning dining destination worth a trip from anywhere. 

Chef Vongerichten Manhattan followers would have followed 
him to the wilds of anywhere, but this bucolic patch of meadowland 


and forest where Pound Ridge meets New Canaan is rural but by no 
means rustic, with more than a few celebrities owning second homes 
there—Ralph Lauren, Martha Stewart, Bill and Hillary. 

But don't expect framed autographs on the walls of the new Inn at 
Pound Ridge by Jean-Georges. Perish the thought. Do expect cutting- 
edge amenities and world-class decor so subtle it feels like a designer's 
cabin in the woods of Sweden or an artist's hideaway overlooking a 
Norwegian fjord. 

When we step inside, first into a cozy taproom and then into the 
high, vaulted main dining room, one thing is sure: We're not in Kan- 
sas, Toto. We're not in the old Emily Shaw’s, either. Bare, pale-blond 
wood floors, neutral walls, some left unadorned, sleek modern furni- 
ture and state-of-the-art lighting fixtures with stylish paper shades re- 
place what was fuddy-duddy with an airy Scandinavian minimalism. 

But one of the best features of the old inn has not been jettisoned. 
That woodburning fireplace in the taproom is actually burning wood. 
Were told it's one of four. Would we like to see them all, the ban- 
quet room, the bar and tavern area downstairs? Yes, please, but later 
because what we're really here for is food, glorious food, created by 
a brilliant, fiercely original chef who cooks with the courage of his 
convictions, even if it means leaving out more than he puts in or that 
nobody else is doing it—yet. 

For his Inn at Pound Ridge, Vongerichten has created a contempo- 
rary locally sourced farm-to-table American menu, crisp, clean and

refreshing as ice cold spring water. We begin 
with baby beets with yogurt, candied hazel- 
nuts and herbs, homey ingredients, amaz- 
ing when combined. Watermelon and fresh 
goat cheese turn out to be a wonderful flavor 
contrast with the watermelon in the pink of 
perfection and the goat cheese really fresh. A 
drizzle of olive oil and a dash of white pepper 
adds the genius touch. 

Little things mean a lot to Vongerichten. A 
hint of fresh mint in the kale salad, a ramekin 
of yuzu dipping sauce for the crackling cala- 
mari, already addictively crunchy outside, 
tender within and light enough to float away. 

Simple pleasures continue to unfold. Who 
would guess that slowly roasted fresh straw- 
berries with aged Balsamic would be just the 
thing to make a foie gras terrine sing? If this 
be lily-gilding, Pll go for the gold. 

Menu listings, as clean and lean as the cui- 
sine, sometimes fall short when it comes to 
describing a dish with several components. 
For example, an entrée of “Roasted hake, 
tender broccoli, grated ginger dressing with 
chervil and mint” arrives in a sea of soy- 
scented sauce, disappointing Chris who had 
ordered it because her favorite flavors are 
ginger and mint. Our waitress explains that 
the fish has been marinated in ginger and

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mint. Not so youd notice, I’m tempted to 
say, but I dont. Chris scrapes the dark brown 
sauce away—I want to blame the menu not 
the chef. It's a good dish introduced inad- 
equately. 

Sautéed Scottish salmon with corn pud- 
ding (more of a soufflé) and cherry tomato 
salad turns out to be exactly that—a simple 
dish, familiar ingredients but so beyond 
good, we sigh with pleasure and supply ad- 
jectives. Silky salmon, scrupulously fresh. I 
don't always dine with other foodies, but it’s 
fun when I do. 

Vongerichten’ss down-to-earth dishes with 
magical twists are fun, too, and I revel in 
them. I order lamb chops with cucumber 
yogurt—a cool combination, the lamb chops 
marinated in a mix of spices too elusive to 
identify. Simple may look and sound easy, 
but it takes a superb chef to create a menu 
like this. We sample only a quarter of the 
dishes offered and vow to return. 

The dessert list, too, is more voluptuous 
than it sounds. Peach cobbler arrives hot in 
its baking dish, topped with blueberry creme 
fraiche ice cream—tangy and not too sweet. 
We can't believe we ate the whole thing. A 
salted caramel sundae with candied popcorn, 
peanuts and fudge sauce proves that when a 
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great chef and a bevy of buzzy food trends 
get together, dessert can be a lot of fun. We 
order a cookie plate to go and after explor- 
ing the romantic cave-like tavern area down- 
stairs, join the exodus waiting for cars at the 
front door. The crowd is young and came 
late, many in cars with Connecticut plates. 
On the way home we reprise tonight's ex- 
perience. We liked the relaxed atmosphere, 
the simple-yet-elegant table settings and the 
friendly staff. 

Visiting an internationally famous chef’s 
hot, new, highly touted restaurant in the 
guise of a nobody, I would not have been 
surprised to encounter a soupcon of attitude. 
We encountered none. Maybe no attitude is 
the new attitude. If so, Vongerichten would 
be among the first to know.

We haven't dined there yet but for dedi- 
cated foodies, the most exciting restaurant 
news in the state is the opening of a tiny 
Japanese restaurant in Westport by maverick- 
genius and celebrated chef's chef, Bill Taibe. 
Well acquainted with Japanese cuisine and 
cooking techniques, Taibe also possesses the 
passion for excellence that even a casual iza- 
kaya-style hole-in-the-wall demands. Kawa 
Ni, as he calls his new restaurant, is an au- 
thentic example of the genre, purveying food 
and drink in equal measure, heavy on whisky, 
beer and sake and Japanese fast food: broths 
and ramen, rice bowls, raw fish, dumplings, 
pickled vegetables—the menu is pared down 
to include only the best version of each dish.

Dinner is served at the bistro in the new 
Infinity Hallin Hartford. Lunch, too. The menu 
is a rollicking compendium of fun food start- 
ing with a category for hush puppies—one 
filled with lobster, poblano peppers, corn 
and creole remoulade. Small plates include 
chicken empanadas with peppers, raisins, 
pine nuts, Manchego cheese and lime sour 
cream. Flatbreads boast toppings of arugula, 
pear, bacon, figs and truffle vinaigrette while 
entrees range from beef rib eye and pork flat 
iron steak to a crispy beet crépe with spinach 
goat cheese pesto and roasted vegetable fill- 
ing.

After a series of soft openings and come- 
on-in open house invites, Washington Prime 
in South Norwalk is up and running and the 
crowds are still coming. Fairfield County’s 
revolving door habit makes openings iffy, 
but things are looking good on the corner of 
Washington and Water Street in SoNo, a prime 
location if ever there was one. The space Is 
stunning—white marble counter, hot or- 
ange industrial iron beams arching above. 
The food is hip surf-and-turf with a vibrant 
Latino beat, lots of dishes packing lots of 
heat. Among the bold take-no-prisoners of- 
ferings: octopus with pickled peppers, duck 
fat, marble potatoes and chili-garlic sauce.

American classics get sophisticated rei- 
magining and dainty plating at NIXS Hart- 
ford, the latest modern (and delicious) din- 
ing option to appear in downtown Hartford 
in the last few months. 

Opened recently, this chic restaurant 
serves small and large plates (from the sea, 
land and garden) meant for sharing. In a nod 
to maritime associations of the NIXS brand, 
the restaurant offers an impressively fresh 
raw bar of oysters, clams and shrimp. 

“We want to have this community, fam- 
ily, party environment,’ says NIXS Director 
of Operations Ashley Blain. “The worst part 
of going to a restaurant is making a decision. 
Here you make a lot of decisions and get to 
try a lot of things. It’s all about creating a 
sense of community.” 

From the bar, New England microbrews 
flow, along with wine and an extensive list of 
inventive cocktails, which can be ordered by 
the glass or half and full carafes. Cocktails

are also bottled on site. 

NIXS Hartford, located in the newly bus- 
tling Front Street District, is the brand’s third 
location. The original two are in Massachu- 
setts—in Boston and Nantucket. A fourth is 
set to open in Newburyport. 

The restaurant chain derives its name 
from Nix’s Mate (or Nix’s Island), a small is- 
land in the Boston Harbor Islands National 
Recreation Area. The story goes that in 1726 
pirate captain William Fly was arrested and 
brought to Boston to be executed. His body 
was hung on Nix’s Mate to serve as a warning 
to other sailors not turn to piracy. 

Before his execution, Fly famously scolded 
the hangman for incorrectly securing the 
noose, and he retied it himself. His body is 
buried on Nix’s Mate, along with two other 
pirates, one of whom pleaded not guilty to the 
end and said the island would sink into the 
sea to prove his innocence. Since 1803, Nix’s 
Mate has disappeared each day in high tide. 
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However, the NIXS restaurants take more 
than just names from the island; the empha- 
sis on fresh, local New England seafood is a 
natural extension. 

While Hartford is a long way from the Bos- 
ton Harbor, the seafood here is taken just as 
seriously as it is at the flagship location off the 
docks. 

The grilled salmon and the swordfish in 
the restaurant's version of surf and turf (the 
turf is crispy pork belly) are both fresh, flaky 
and seasoned well (while the sides may lack a 
little panache). But one bite of all the compo- 
nents on the plate brings the culinary vision 
to light. These two big plates are crowd-pleas- 
ers, as are many of the small-plate options. 

The braised short rib tacos are binge- 
worthy, served with creamy black beans and 
green apple slaw. Three tacos are served per 
order, but don't be surprised if youre tempt- 
ed to request a second one. 

The same goes for the candied bacon dev- 
iled eggs. The bacon may seem like the rea- 
son for ordering this dish off the snack menu, 
but actually it’s the eggs that shine. Hard- 
boiled to order, they’re served still warm and 
filled with an airy yolk filling. Each is topped 
with a sliver of candied bacon (so good you 


wish there was more of it). 

The raw bar at NIXS Hartford is remark- 
ably fresh, perfectly briny like the ocean that 
is nowhere near the state’s capital. Topped 
with cocktail sauce, ginger soy and fresh 
squeezed lemon, the oysters and clams slide 
down in just the way they're supposed to. 

For food this good, it's not too expensive— 
you can get a full meal with multiple plates 
and two rounds of drinks for a party of three 
for under $150. 

Take a seat in the industrially luxe dining 
room, bar or lounge to enjoy your evening. 
That's another interesting strength of this lo- 
cation—the versatility. 

There's space for whatever kind of evening 
youre looking for, including small spaces for 
intimate parties. On Saturday nights from 
10 p.m. to close the restaurant turns into a 
nightclub complete with DJs, VIP table ser- 
vice and an upscale lounge. 

“We want to be the place you have lunch 
three times a week but also the place you 
have your bachelorette party or your birth- 
day party, says Blain. “A place to enjoy time 
with your friends and family. 

With NIXS, downtown Hartford may final- 
ly get that exciting nightlife it has always want-

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ed to offer as an amenity to visitors. All of the 
restaurants in the Front Street District work 
together to create a destination for the Hart- 
ford workforce to stop by on their way home 
from the office and a reason for a younger 
crowd to come into the city on the weekends. 

NIXS is sandwiched between Infinity Mu- 
sic Hall & Bistro, which also opened recently, 
and The Capital Grille, a classic steakhouse 
with sister locations in Stamford, Boston, Los 
Angeles and Las Vegas. Across the street sits 
the recently built Ted’s Montana Grill, the 
latest venture of media tycoon Ted Turner. 

“When one of us succeeds, we are all suc- 
ceeding,’ says Blain. “It’s been amazing. We 
have the best neighbors, and the people who 
come here are so happy Hartford has some- 
thing like this.” 

NIXS Hartford is a happy addition to im- 
pressive culinary company. With its urban 
sensibility and upscale American classics the 
restaurant is already drawing a crowd. Stop 
in for dinner and then move on to a neigh- 
boring establishment for another drink, 
or vice versa. With all of these restaurants 
working together, you can now make a night 
in downtown.

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Eating Our Way Through Foxwoods 
(Again) 


Casino's Best Restaurants

We’ve said it before but it bears repeating; 
the only sure bet at Foxwoods Resort is the 
food. 

Facing increased competition from casinos 
in neighboring New York and Rhode Island, 
Foxwoods is trying to develop strategies beyond 
gaming to attract guests. One of these strate- 
gies has been to offer high-end food and in this 
respect they’ve hit the jackpot. 

Foxwoods Is increasingly becoming known 
as a hotspot for foodies in Connecticut and 
beyond, and boasts a wide variety of offerings 
that are presented with skill and class by a 
team of creative chefs who have a clear passion 
for what they do. 

In 2010, Connecticut Magazine took an 
in-depth look at Foxwoods’ culinary landscape 
in astory called “Eating Our Way Through Fox- 
woods.” Foxwoods recently offered members 
of the media a culinary tour of the resort, which 
gave us the perfect opportunity to revisit that 
prior story for an update on Foxwood'’s vibrant 
culinary scene. 

The first impressive thing about the food 
scene at Foxwoods Is its size and diversity. 
There are more than 30 restaurants in all, 
ranging from casual take-out joints to fancy, 
decadent and elegant restaurants. These din- 
ing spots serve a United Nations’ worth of food 
styles from Chinese to Italian to American and 
even farm-to-table—you name it, there’s a 
good chance they have It. 

Mercifully, the media tour did not include 
stops at every restaurant. Instead it was a Sam- 
pling tour of four of the resort’s most popular 
dining destinations. 





CEDARS STEAK HOUSE 


The tour started here and this restaurant 
served as a fitting introduction to Foxwoods’ 
culinary world. In a way, Cedars is the more- 
casual little brother to Foxwoods’ other steak- 
house, David Burke Prime. While David Burke 
is a dry-aged gourmet steak eater’s hotspot, Ce- 
dars is a laid-back, family-friendly steakhouse 
that serves good food at reasonable prices. 
During the tour, | tried lobster and prime rib, 
and both were solid and offered great value at 
the price point. 


GOLDEN DRAGON 


Here a variety of traditional Cantonese 
dishes are prepared with New World flare. 
The menu has been designed to cater both to 
American and more traditional Chinese tastes. 
Each dish can be ordered individually or 
family-style, designed for the table to share. No 
matter what portion style you opt for, there are 
plenty of menu items to choose from, including 
dim sum, rice congee, barbecue, clay pots and 
noodle dishes. 


PARAGON 


It’s fitting that this high-end restaurant is 
located on the 24th floor of the Grand Pequot 
Tower, as the cuisine it offers is a cut above 
the competition. Farm-to-table has perhaps 
became an overly used buzz term in the 
food world, but Paragon’s head chef Scott 
Mickelson’s passion for fresh farm-to-table 
ingredients Is not a marketing ploy, nor is ita 
concept he adheres to only in theory or when 
it’s convenient to do so. Mickelson Is dedicated 
to connecting with the source of his ingredi- 
ents. During the media tour, Mickelson served 
guests gourmet bacon made from a heritage 
pig that was raised a few miles from the casino 
at Firefly Farms in North Stonington. It’s a 
farm Mickelson regularly visits. When | compli- 
mented the chef on the dish, he pulled out his 
smartphone to show me a picture of the slain 
animal it came from, an animal that arrived 
at the restaurant only that morning. On top of 
Mickelson’s incredible culinary skill, Paragon 
is also one of the nicer restaurants you'll have a 
chance to see anywhere. It’s a real-world date- 
night paradise—live piano music wafts across 
the restaurant, large windows provide pan- 
oramic views of the Connecticut countryside, 
and the all-around classiness makes you think 
you've crashed a party at Gatsby’s house. 


AL DENTE 


Our tour concluded at this exquisite Italian 
restaurant run by head chef David Bral, a jovial 
and exceptionally skilled chef who treated 
attendees to his signature dish: braised veal 
shank. Veal is always expensive, so when you 
order it you want to make sure it’s worth the 
cost, and the veal here certainly measures 
up. Served over mouthwatering risotto, it is 
prepared for two guests, who will definitely 
want to bring an appetite. Another nice aspect 
of Al Dente Is you don’t have to be a member of 
the media to get the royal treatment and a peek 
into Brai’s kitchen. Brai hosts a regular series 
of wine dinners where he pairs dishes with fine 
wines. These events offer guests a chance to 
meet Brai and see him at work (a bar-like area 
overlooks the demonstration kitchen), as well 
as sample excellent dishes and wine. 

Here’s a safe bet if you’re thinking about 
dining at Foxwoods:

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In the restaurant world, 15 years in busi- 
ness is no small feat. 

For a pair of farm-to-table restaurants 
in the heart of downtown New Haven, you 
might expect a grand celebration to mark 
the occasion. But on Sept. 18, a simple five- 
course wine dinner created by co-owner and 
chef Denise Appel marked Zinc’s anniver- 
sary. 

It was a subtle celebration, but subtlety has 
always been the way of this restaurant fam- 
ily—well, subtlety and delectable farm-fresh 
food. 

Co-owners Donna Curran and Appel 
opened Zinc in 1999 when downtown had 
a far less attractive business climate than it 
has today. The pair met while working at the 
Wadsworth Atheneum in Hartford. Cur- 
ran admits that she was initially against the 
idea of opening their passion project in New 
Haven, instead looking at opportunities in 
Fairfield. 

“I don't think I knew New Haven at the 
time,’ Curran says of her hesitation. Back 
then, the city was littered with empty store- 
fronts and struggling businesses. 

Zinc was not immune from the struggle. 
It took several years for the restaurateurs to 
get their feet under them. Curran and Appel 
opened Zinc in a prime location across the 
street from the New Haven Green without 
the support of a backer. In fact, the team has 
never had a backer for their brand. 

“We boot-strapped it,” says Curran. 

Independence and absolute control have 
always been paramount to the pair, who em- 
phasize the use of Connecticut ingredients 
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whenever possible. For them, “local always 
trumps organic.” Running the show allows 
them to serve the kind of food and create the 


kind of atmosphere they want. 

The Zinc brand is “modern American” 
cuisine. For Appel that means “American in- 
gredients with techniques from around the 
world.” She draws influence from every cui- 
sine, Asian to Portuguese. 

Zinc and Kitchen Zinc are located in two 
separate buildings that have a shared kitchen. 
Appel’s vision is translated into two different 
but equally delicious menus. 

Zinc, the street-side restaurant, opened 
first, and it serves refined plates both big and 
small. Listed on the menu under easily rec- 
ognizable names like Masala Curry, Pacific 
Black Cod and Hanger Steak, these dishes are 
anything but as simple as the names suggest. 

The Pacific Black Cod, for instance, is 
marinated with Szechuan pepper mussels, 
baby bok choy and bamboo rice. 

All of the meat is antibiotic-free and the 
produce is as fresh as it gets, sourced from 
in and around Connecticut. Appel shops at 
the CitySeed Farmer's Market in New Haven 
weekly. The menu changes as fresh ingredi- 
ents fall in and out of season, but there are 
several items that have been on Zinc’s menu 
since the beginning. 


The restaurants chicken dish—a_ char- 
grilled breast with Vietnamese marinade and 
served with a Nuoc Cham dipping sauce, 
black Thai rice and fresh imperial vegeta- 
bles—continues to be one of the chef's per- 
sonal favorites. The sea scallops with lobster, 
corn chowder, Tabasco pickled cucumbers 
and crackers is another signature dish. 

At Kitchen Zinc, accessible by walking 
down the alley next to the restaurant, the 
team serves artisan pizza. Prior to 2009, 
they operated a dim sum wine bar out of 
the space. They decided to rebrand the sec- 
ond restaurant to align with the main Zinc 
because many guests didn't understand the 
connection. Today Zinc and Kitchen Zinc 
are “marketed together and they use the 
same ingredients,’ says Appel. 

When they first thought of opening an 
artisan pizza shop, both owners were ner- 
vous. They knew that the last thing New Ha- 
ven needed was another pizza place, but the 
product Kitchen Zinc produces is unlike the 
classic pies that are bountiful in the Elm City. 

Pizza here is made from artisan dough, 
which was extensively researched prior to 
opening. Offered in only one size, pies are 
topped by a slew of house-made ingredients. 
White or red are the choices and there's a 
menu of “house pies” including Lobster Mac 
+ Cheese (creamy lobster sauce, whole maca- 
roni, lobster meat, roasted tomato and moz- 
zarella) and Fig + Speck (roasted fig sauce, 
sliced speck, goat cheese, caramelized onion, 
a balsamic reduction and arugula). 

Kitchen Zinc was also offering gluten-free 
pizzas long before it was fashionable to do so. 

You can sit in the restaurant's chic wooden 
interior or on the back patio, which is dis- 
creetly tucked down the back alley away 
from the street noise and bustle. On Tuesday 
evenings, customers can bring their canine 
companions to “Yappy Hour” for dinner, 
drinks and raffles—all of which supports lo- 
cal animal shelters. 

There's a lot to love at this pair of restau- 


Local where possible is the rule at Zinc, 
and that includes meat, veggies and 
cheese, showcased in dishes like the 
steak plate and cheese board shown.

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rants, created by a pair of culinary enthu- 
siasts. Eating in either space is a delicious 
experience. Which you choose is entirely 
dependent on what youre hungry for and 
what kind of atmosphere you prefer. Zinc is 
decidedly more dressed up, while the vibe in 
Kitchen Zinc is more casual. 

Regardless of your choice, youre sure to be 
treated well. The two restaurants operate as a 
family, with the staff in the kitchen and in the 
dining room working closely together. Some 
chefs on the line have been with Zinc for up 
to nine years. 

“We're blessed to have a great staff,’ both 
owners insist. From the beginning, they have 
instituted a policy of a five-day workweek for 
employees with benefits and a livable wage 
(rarities in the restaurant industry). 

“Having a day off is important to us. It is 
important to them,’ says Appel. The expecta- 
tion that staff will work 70-hour weeks “is why 
you get restaurants that cycle in and cycle out.” 

Perhaps that is a key to their staying pow- 
er. More assuredly it is their memorable and 
rotating menus, which keeps diners coming 
back for more. 

In the past, Curran and Appel toyed with 
the idea of opening another location, but today 
they seem content with their New Haven spot. 

“Tm not sure growth is all it’s cracked up to 
be. It's not necessarily good for the individual 
or helpful for the community,’ says Curran. 
“We get enjoyment from being in the restau- 
rants. Were not about building an empire, 
were about building relationships.’ 

“People like seeing us here. [When youre 
not in the restaurant] people notice that, 
says Appel. “Being here and being a presence, 
that’s important to us.” 

To honor their 15th anniversary, Curran 
and Appel ran a special Market Menu, with 
five percent of their proceeds being donated 
to CitySeed’s SNAP program. As they say, it 
was an opportunity to give back to the com- 
munity that has given them so much.

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For my fellow lovers of the flaming volcano 
onion, twirling and flipping steak knives, and 
squirt gun-like squeeze bottles that shoot 
sake across the table, Hana Tokyo is a not-to- 
be-missed high-end hibachi hotspot. 

When it’s done right hibachi is fun, silly and 
sizzlingly delicious, and Hana Tokyo certain- 
ly does hibachi right. The restaurant opened 
its doors this summer and is owned by Alan 
Wu, a native of China who successfully op- 
erated the original Hana Tokyo in Virginia 
for 13 years before moving to Connecticut 
to be closer to family. The restaurant's head 
chef is Michael Lin, who previously worked at 
Tengda Asian Bistro in Greenwich and who is 
dedicated to presenting traditional Japanese 
ingredients in fun and creative ways. 

The new restaurant is located in the Brick 
Walk Plaza in Fairfield. As guests enter the 
first thing they notice is the classic sushi bar 
where they can eat without the excitement or 
rigamarole of the hibachi dining experience. 
Beyond this space is the hibachi dining room. 
It's wide and airy, with large sliding doors that 
open to the outside. A sleek tiki bar overlooks 
the area—clear sightlines allow guests to 
watch the ninja-like skills of the hibachi chefs 
from the bar (which serves cold and hot sake, 
as well as other specialty drinks). 
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The hibachi experience is expertly execut- 
ed; there's the roaring fireball flaming oil dis- 
play, the juggled and flipped steak blades, the 
kitschy but delightful jokes, the fun awkward- 
ness of sitting next to strangers and watching 
as your shared dinner is prepared. 

Despite above-average performance pre- 
sentation, where Hana Tokyo really separates 
itself from the competition is in the food that 
ultimately arrives. Many hibachi plates taste 
good but use so much oil and butter that you 
leave with your insides burning. Here there's 
no post-hibachi hangover. Food is well-pre- 
pared and tastes great without making you 
feel like you've swallowed a gallon of lard. 

Hana Tokyo also features an assortment of 
sushi rolls, including the Angel Roll (black- 
ened tuna, tobiko, asparagus, radish and 
sprouts and topped with the chef's special 
sauce), and the Magical Roll (spicy crunchy 
tuna, cucumber, topped with smoked eel, 
shrimp, avocado, tobiko and scallions). 

Whether youre just trying the sushi or 
indulging in the whole hibachi experience, 
Hana Tokyo provides excellent Japanese fu- 
sion. It’s a particularly worthwhile dining op- 
tion for those of you who, like myself, love the 
fun and theatrics of hibachi.

University of Connecticut men's basketball coach. 


Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun provides an inside look into Cal- 
houn's 40-year powerhouse coaching legacy, which included 
14 years at Northeastern and 26 at UConn. Calhoun, who 
was inducted into the Basketball Hall of Fame in 2005, has 
come to be thought of as one of the greatest coaches in col- 
lege basketball history; he coached 27 players from UConn 
to the NBA draft, and no coach has won more national cham- 
pionships in the past 20 years.

The film also takes a rare look at Calhoun's personal life 
and unique journey, which began in Braintree, Massachu- 
setts, with Calhoun as one of six siblings in an Irish Catho- 
lic family. Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun explores Calhoun's 
upbringing, his early coaching jobs (the first being in 1968 
at Connecticut's Old Lyme High School) and how he came 
to be named head coach of the UConn men's basketball 
team in 1986 — where he made his mark in a way that 
would change the UConn men's basketball program, and 
the school in general, forever. 


Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun is produced and directed by six- 
time Emmy Award winner Chris Martens and co-produced by 
screenwriter, producer and award-winning writer L.C. Cragg. 


"When you look at Calhoun's accomplishments on the court, 
he's clearly one of the top five coaches in the history of col- 
lege basketball," said Martens. 





Martens also noted that the UConn men's basketball team 
had never won a championship before Calhoun's arrival. "His 
greatness is in winning championships in a program that was 
never known for winning championships," he explained. 


However, Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun also goes beyond 
those professional accomplishments and profiles the man 
behind them, a man with a warmer side not often seen by 
UConn fans and followers. As Martens attests, Calhoun made 
an impact on his players' lives both on and off the court. "Play- 
ers really loved him — despite the battles," Martens said. 


As Cragg points out, Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun tells a very 
human story with the power to move a variety of viewers — 
not just UConn basketball fans. "This poignant and inspira- 
tional portrait of a man is sure to connect with all audiences," 
she said. 


Featuring archival materials never before shared with the 
public; interviews with Calhoun and with more than 30 
members of his “inner circle” (including his wife, Pat, as well 
as Kevin Ollie, who succeeded Calhoun upon his retire- 
ment in 2012); a tour of Madison Square Garden and much 
more, Born to Lead: Jim Calhoun celebrates Calhoun's 
career and the zeal and passion he brought to the game of 
basketball — and continues to apply to his personal life and 
charitable endeavors. It is ultimately the story of underdog 
determination, human compassion and one very unique 
three-time NCAA champion.

As we vote for governor this month, we are reminded that 
it's an office steeped in history. The first (and mostly for- 
gotten) governor of Connecticut Colony was John Haynes, 
who was elected in 1639 after already having served as 
governor of Massachusetts Bay Colony, and was so well 
liked that he was elected nine more times to office. The 
most popular governor may have been the state’s first of- 
ficial governor, Jonathan Trumbull, who was elected shortly 
after Connecticut was officially declared a state in 1/769
